Jn this 
way it trivels all over the Empire, and 
as far south as Canton, where it ia now 
largely cotsumed. I have never heard 
of any cme of overcharge from there. 
The Customs Returns show that the 
last year over Piculs 6,000, valued at 
Tis. 1,570,000 left Chungking. 1fnative 
goods can’ travel safely under the ‘pro- 
tection ofa wansit pass or prepayment 
certificate, there is no renson why 
foreign ploce gooda should not be tront- 
ed and respected in the same way, pro- 
vided the payment for duty and (or) 
likin is adequate, and, 13 in the caso of

What our correspondent writes with re- 
gard to native opium tay be taken as 
correct, for it is based on tho irreftp-

FIRE IN HONGKONG HARBOUR, 
que ‘WANDERING JEW’ SCUTILED. 
The American ship Wandering Jew, 1680 
tons, lying in Hongkong barbour nearly 
ready to sail for New York, was diacoverod 
to be on fire about one o’olock this mora- 
ing, The ciuso is unknown; the discovery 
was made by one of the crew who, guing to 
tho water-<loset, down o smell ‘ ‘booby- 
hatch,’ found smoke coming” out of the 
boaby-hate) dirsotly be opened it. He 
rained ao olarm st once, and then found 
the smoke wis so donse that he could not 
get into ths place to find exictly whero the 
firo was, In a for minutes it was found 
that stnoke was alao coming ont of tho bold 
by the foretatch, but it is mera mattar for 
normise whethor the fire started in tho 
hold ot not, The hold was quite fall of 
general cargo, including large quantities 
of matting, rattsos, bamboos, and other 
highly inflammable materials. Capt, Ni- 
choles soon had all hands on deck, pump- 
ing water into the hold through amail holes 
cut near the fore-hatch, carefully keeping it 
“pattened down to pravent fresh sir gottin 
to the fire, Moaonwhilo rockets were fire 
to notify {he police, but without success— 
the police suy bacnuse the rockets would 
not go up, but only fizzled. Three vorti- 
cal Jights were also hoiated, but not being 
rod lights they attracted no attention from 
the shore, The ‘Wandering Jew therfore 
sont a bart to tho Harbour Office, and tho 
floating firo engine was soon across the 
harbour, 
Trim-sa-toi were informed through the 
Gentral Station, .and Capt, Aaatings and 
Tospectot Hanson were alongside tho burn- 
ing slip anon aa the fire engine. 
Sill no Alamo apposted—nothing but 
densa yulumes of emoke pouring through 
the holes and crevices all over the fore part 
of tha abip, There wes nothing to indicate 
the wherenbouts of the fre, aud the only 
plan waste flvod the ahule fore hold. A 
Message was sent asboro for tow-boats, and 
ten launches went out tosasist in boring 
theehip. ‘The fire en.ine was all the time 
pouring in water throngh ‘6 six-inch hose,’ 
and by tho time the abip, was wrounted. on 
Yonmati Spit she was already down by tha 
“head with the woight of water, Still the 
smoke ome out, aod the hest of the deok 
and timbors became in places unbestable,

EXOELENNT APPRECIATION THE BITTATION, 


On the 26th September the Times pub- 
lished the following losding artiole :— 

Woe publish to-day: the agvond of paorlis 
of letters from our Special Ourrespondent 
upon the Far Eastern Question se it pre 
sents itself to an observer immediately 
after the great atroggle batwaen China and 
Japan. In his Girot letter, publiahed list 
Tuesday, our Correspondent noted with 
approval a passage in which Lord Row 
bery publicly recognised tho magnitude 
jand importance of this question, which to 
his appreheasion will prove in the future 
graver than the Hustern Question, so long 
familiar to diptomatists and publicista. No 
one will call io question the greatness of 
the isauos which, ‘in all probability, will 
have to be dealt’ with in the Far East at oo 
very diatant date. But it may fairly be 
ssid that their gravity and difficulty will bs 
due in nosmall degrad to a dofeot of ian 
gination and foresight of which Lord 
Rosebery conviows himself even’ while he 
utters his warning atout the fature. Ae“ 
evidently regards tho Eastern Queation an” 
having ‘becn ‘auperadded’ to our. other 
enres by the war batwoen Chins and Japan 
and aleo es concerning the statesmen of the 
future rathor than those of the prescnt. 
Yet that war did not so much create a new 
situation as bring into prominence the 
resulta of changes which, uncomprehented 
and all but annoticed by the Government 
of this country, havasilently but profound.
